The transportation or importation into an ystate, territory, or pos¬ 
session of the* United States for delivery or use therein of intoxicating loquors, in 
violation of the laws thereof, is hereby prohibited.”

cl pa) on his mort gages. This compe 
tit Ion has destroyed buying power on 
the part of the farmer, who Is hot 
only a producer but a consumer of 
goods. 

To establish prosperity, the buying 
power of the family farmer mu st b e 
restored. If the buying power of the 
family farmer is to be restored, he 
must get his products something like 
the cost of production. The law of 
supply and demand would stabilize 
prices If there could be removed from 
the market, the surplus production. 

These mass producers and commercial 
farmers cause the surplus, and they 
should bear the cost of marketing the 
surplus.
